tucky, July 27, 1871. and educated in 
public and academ ic schools of that 
section, Jam es took Fin early interest 
in polities and at the close of a leg 
islative session, during which he at ry 
ed as page, he bogan th e study of law 
in the office of his father, Judge L. H 
Jam es, and was adm itted to the bar 
a full year before he reached his ma 
jority. 
D uring the next four years he leaped 
into political prom inence in Hie west 
e m section of the state, and he was 
not yet

when

ed as a delegate to the Democratic 
N ational convention at Chicago 
in

Mot a nation nor a 
people on the face of rile earth will fail to start again on 
a peace basis with tho same order of things obtaining be­ 
fore the w ar or during the war. 
in some nations the changes in governmental and 
social conditions are certain to be revolutionary— it must 
bt, fist th* w a t will Ii,ive been (ought in vain and all I lie j crushing curb creaiure that 
heroic sacrifices in life and treasure will have been for 
naught. 


I ii the gient democracies of the world, the United 
States, France and Great Britain, the changes after the 
w ar will not he so radical as present conditions seem to 
indicate. 


Nearly all of the radical and necessary assumption of 
control over private property, will automatically disappear 
at the close of the war. 
The centralization so necessary 
now will dissolve when the crisis is past. 
M any radicals and extremists see in the present gov­ 
ernmental control of utilities and supplies a permanent es­ 
tablishment to endure after the war is ended. 
There ma} 
be some of the commercial changes, which the w ar has 
taught us can be and should be made, that m ay he adopted 
by the people and written into our governmental codes, 
but those changes, in a democracy like ours, must be made 
by the people in their own proper way and under normal 
conditions. 
Changes made, properly, under the necessity 
of w ar times are not likely to remain a part of the perm an­ 
ent government without discussion or adoption by Un­ 
people.

Not only has she failed to save her 
Olanta but she has also lost more 
babies than h er monthly average for 
lf*16.- before the government had ask ­ 
ed us to do any special work in this 
line. 
Of the nine counties that have fail­ 
ed in this work, only one besides Fay­ 
ette is outside the strictly foreign dis­ 
tricts of the state and that is F air­ 
field county. 
The other seven coun­ 
ties are in factory districts, where 
the foreign ch olent 
itompri -y*s 
ti 
large portion of the population. Such 
towns as Carrolton, Cadiz, East Liv­ 
erpool and M illersburg belong to this 
list. 
We might easily expect Hamilton 
county, with Cincinnati’s crowded dis­ 
tricts, to fail in saving her quota of 
children, but she did not fail. 
We 
might easily expect Cuyahoga coun­ 
ty, with Cleveland’s large foreign pop­ 
ulation, to fall 
below' but sh e did
